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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Foley(US Pat. No: 
5,958,692) in view of Canquilhem(US Pat.No: 3,628,904). 

3. As per claim 1 Foley teaches a valuation program(Abstract) for permitting a 
computer to function as a means for setting a valuatee group to be valuated as a 
subject of valuation(Fig 2/1)(col 4 lines 22-54). Foley teaches the valuators in the 
valuator group including the reference data valuators as initial valuation data and a 
means for adjusting the initial valuation data by the valuators in the valuator group other 
than the reference data valuators(col 3 line 26-30)(lfig 2/2/3/4). Foley teaches the Z 
Complemented 4 lines 36-37) measured in terms of standard deviations(col 4 lines 50- 
51). Foley teaches where the reference data valuators as reference in one distribution 
such that the mean data of adjusted valuation(col 5 line 6) is identical with the mean 
data by the reference data valuators(col 4 line 60) and the reference deviation is 
identical with the standard deviation of the reference deviation of the valuation data by 
the reference data valuators(Table 3) the Z-complement is 0(col 5 line 20). Foley also 
teaches a means for summing up the valuation data of the individual valuates in the 
whole valuate group on the basis of the adjusted valuation data(Table 4/line 58).ln 
addition to that taught by Foley, Canquilhem also teaches a valuator group for doing 
valuation corresponding to the valuator group and a valuation item group as items of 
valuation(col 2 lines 40-59) and a means for setting one or more reference valuators as 
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reference data valuators in the valuator group(col 2 lines 43-44)(col 2 lines 60-66) and a 
means for inputting valuation data of the valuates(col 25 line 10)(col 29 line 10). 
Canguilheim teaches comparison with the mean data and the standard deviation of the 
valuation data(Fig 1 ). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of 
the invention to combine Foley in view of Canguilheim and to apply it to personnel as 
data points.The motivation to combine is to teach a valuation program for personnel 
utilizing a method where a multidimensional concept may be expressed as a single 
numerical value as enuncuated by Canguilheim (col 1 lines 7-11). 

2. As per claim 2 Foley teaches a valuation program according to claim 1 as recited. 
Foley fails to teach wherein a means for setting valuator's weight data for weighting the 
valuation data in dependence on posts of valuators in the valuator group of being able 
to do appropriate valuation is provided in a personnel computer. Conguilheim teaches 
weights(Fig 3)(Fig 5). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of 
the invention to combine Foley in view of Canguilheim and to apply it to personnel as 
data points.The motivation to combine is to teach a valuation program for personnel 
utilizing a method where a multidimensional concept may be expressed as a single 
numerical value as enuncuated by Canguilheim (col 1 lines 7-11). 

3. As per claim 3 Foley teaches a valuation program wherein the reference data 
valuators are selected for obtaining appropriate valuation data(Fig 2/1 )(col 4 lines 22- 
24), and the reference data setting by the reference data valuators is done with respect 
to the valuation data of all the valuates group about all the valuation items(col 4 lines 
24-35). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
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to combine Foley in view of Canguilheim and to apply it to personnel as data points.The 
motivation to combine is to teach a valuation program for personnel utilizing a method 
where a multidimensional concept may be expressed as a single numerical value as 
enuncuated by Canguilheim (col 1 lines 7-11).
